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INTER-AFRICAN AFFALRS 


SHORTCOMINGS PREVENT AFRICA FROM SHARING IN TECHNOLOGICAL PROGRESS 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 6 Apr 81 p 10

{Text} Is Africa prevented from being part of the scientific 
world? This is the question posed by a young Zairian professor, 
Locha Mateso, after reading the Canadian sociologist McLuhan 
and two African philosophers, Paulin Hountondji and Malanda Den, 
all three of whom appear rather cautious about Africa's scientific 
future in terms of its development in an oral context. Only a 
democratic, phonetic system of writing will make it possible to 
introduce science into Africa while permitting it to make the 
progress desired. In Mateso's opinion, in contrast, the future 
of science in Africa must be considered apart from established 
ideological systems. 


The problem of science in a civilization dominated by spoken language is an urgent 
challenge to us Africans. A firmly established tradition requires that science be 
associated with written language. According to Canadian anthropologist Marshall 
McLuhan,* the invention of the alphabet liberated human societies confined to sen- 
sory relationships and propelled them into a euclidean space in which the expression 
of thought through words and the structuralization of reality according to a point 
of view led to the advent of scientific thought. Gutenberg's revolution and the 
liberalization of institutions in the 19th century put this achievement within reach 
of all social classes, while simultaneously popularizing the basic principles of the 
scientific spirit. 


Phonetic Writing 


At the same time, “societies without writing" were developing outside the revolution 
launched by this invention. In the opinion of McLuhan, who shares the logographic 
prejudice of our time, the writing in question can only be phonetic writing, over 
which Western societies have a monopoly. Thus the equation is quickly established 
between phoneticization of the alphabet and the degree of civilization.

Thus Africa, which cannot claim to have been assimilated into the euclidean apace, 

is prevented from being part of the scientific world. Is this ortraciem the result 
of Western ethnocentrism? It would be tempting to think so if there were no support- 
ing voices in Africa itself for associating scientific knowledge with reading and 
writing. Hountondji,* for example, expresses his skepticism about the possibility 
of ectablishing a ecientific method outside the existing system, which is dominated 
by writing. 


In the opinion of the Beninese philosopher, Africa's only chance of incorporating 
scientific knowledge is by establishing a “broad and democratic" method of writing. 

We should note, however, that the author does not recognize the hackneyed view of 

a “society without writing.” He recognizes the existence, in certain precolonial 
African societies, of an “extremely developed system of transcription": among the 
Vai of Sierra Leone, the Bamun of Cameroon, the Neibidi of Nigeria, etc. But Africa's 
scientific and technoiogical lag compels Hountondji to think that this system had 
only a very limited following, but it served as a vehicle for knowledge reserved 

for a privileged group. Scientific knowledge, however, differs from any other form 
of knowledge (mythical knowledge, for example) by its "open" character. 


Scientific Mentality 


The Zairian Malanda Dem** has also studied science in Africa, but without making 
writing a prerequisite for the scientific method. In the opinion of Malanda Dem, 
science is "a constituent part of the Euro-Western world"; "the scientific phenomenon 
is of European origin." This exclusive concept of science is intermingled with what 
the author calls the "scientific mentality." This is defined as the “critical func- 
tion" accompanying ways of living, organizing and perceiving the world and behavior. 
It primarily characterizes Western culture and explains its technological superiority. 
Other cultures are trying to assimilate it. 


Malanda Dem contrasts “African mentality," which is the particular way in which 
African culture structures and organizes the world, with "scientific mentality." 
Unlike what a Levy-Bruhl might have thought, African mentality is neither "primitive" 
nor “prelogical." It has its own logic and derives from the cultural choices which 
Africans have established for themselves. It is in this way that Africans may decide 
to integrate some scientific paradigms into their culture. In Malanda Dem's opinion, 
this process has largely begun since colonization. The author notes, however, that 
if Africa is concerned with the utilitarian aspect of science, it is almost instinct- 
ively unwilling to adopt its guiding philosophy. 


The rejection of what is fundamental makes it possible to foresee the difficult co- 
existence of two opposing cultures. In any case, Malanda Dem's verdict is pessimistic. 


In reading the three authors whose ideas we have just summarized, we cannot fail 
to think of contradictory thoughts which have been expressed concerning this issue.

Thue with regard to writing, Jacques Derrida* cautions against the danger of limiting 


the idea of writing to that of phonetic writing and setting the latter up a6 the sole 
weane of access to ecientific thought. 


Such « limitation is in no way justified in view of the effectiveness of other 
systems of communication, including the oral tradition, which reveal through their 
eritieal fumnetion that they can establish 4 scieutific body of knowledge.

Moreover, iean't it possible to broaden the very concept of “ecience’? Levi-Strause** 
hae attempted 4 systemisation, speaking of “concrete science." Regardless of the 

value of the conceptual toole of thie French scholar, who hae often been criticised, 

it te still @ question of determining whether the future of science in Africa can 

or cannot be considered apart from the epistemological sanctuary of established sytems.

SAO TOMEAN OFFICIAL EXPRESSES DESIRE FOR GABONESE COOPERATION 
Libreville L'UNION in French 3 May 81 pp |, 4 


[Article by Obame Emane: ‘'The Sao Tomean Ambassador Delivers Two Messages to 
the Head of State From President Pinto da Cesta’) 


[Text] Two messages from President Manuel Pinto da Costa regarding bi lateral 
cooperation between his country and Gabon were delivered to President Omar Bongo 
yesterday morning by the ambassador from the Democratic Republic of Sao Tome 

and Principe, Alberto Ferreire Chong, who was accompanied by Homero Jeronimo 
Salvalena, the embassy secretary. 


The Sao Tomean diplomat and the head of state then examined, during this meeting, 
ways of strengthening and diversifying the ties of brotherly cooperation that 

the two countries have maintained since the 70's. These ties were made concrete 

in 1975 with the signing of trade and medical agreements and an agreement regarding 
the merchant marine and telecommunications. 


However, as was remarked by the participants in the second meeting of the major 
joint committee, held in Sao Tome from 7 to 9 April 1981, these agreements have 
not been applied effectively The ad hoc committees established at the end 

of the proceedings in Sao Tome to study, case by case, the various aspects of 
Gabonese-Sao Tomean cooperation, have not met to this day. According to Alberto 
Chong, the Sao Tomean experts are waiting for an invitation from their Gabonese 
counterparts, as Libreville was to serve as the place for discussions. 


Ambassador Alberto Chong reiterated to the head of state the desires of the 
authorities in his country to establish an air link between Libreville and Sao 
Tome. The national company, Air Gabon, has already worked out a route list 

on this, specifying thet it should pass through Malabo and Douala. Al! that 
remains is for the two parties to work out the technical terms inherent in carrying 
out the air agreement of 1975, the enforcement of which had been suspended several 
years ago because it was not profitable. Alberto Chong thinks that there are 

now more passengers and that, in spite of its weak welcoming infrastructure, 

his country can receive tourists and Gabonese businessmen. 


Alberto Chong also informed us of the willingness of the Sao Tomean authorities 
to strengthen the maritime links between the two countries in order to develop 
trade. The same is true for the exchange of technical experts and scientific 
data in the areas of agriculture and medicine. 














During yesterday's interview, Ambassador Alberto Chong renewed the invitation 
that had been given to the head of state by President Pinto da Costa to visit 
him officially in Sao Tome, 


in anewer to @ question on the ecovmlc and political situation in his country, 
Alberto Chong replied that since its accession to independence on 12 July 1975, 
the Democratic Republic of Sao Tome and Principe has been open to al! its friends, 
both from the West as well as the East, with which it continues to cooperate 

for its economic and social development. Regarding the economy, Alberto Chong 
indicated that Sao Tomeans are carrying out @ major development program based 

on agriculture. "Unfortunately, this has come up against the decrease in the 
price of cocoa and coffee, the main Sao Tomean crops." 


Speaking about the fate of the former prime minister and historic leader of 

the MLSTP [Movement for the Liberation of Sao Tome and Principe], in jail since 
1979, Ambassador Alberto Chong said that "Miguel! Trovoada is not a political 
prisoner like the others, for he has been afforded certain freedoms, in particular, 
that of receiving visits from his parents, friends, and acquaintances, and that 

of being informed of whet is happening in the country and in the world." And 

the Sao Tomean diploma: added substantially that ‘Miguel! Trovoada has not been 
forgotten and he will be tried as soon as the judicial authorities decide upon 

a date. Remember," he continued, "that Helena Trovoada is still living in the 
housing assigned to her husband in his capacity as prime minister."

APRICAN UNITY SEEN AS NEXT GENERATION'S TASK

[Text] If the liberation of Africa blew like a wind--as Nkrumah had predicted--and 
today we have about 50 independent states against the 7 that existed W years ago, 
the same cannot be said of the project for unity that gave rise to the Organization 
of African Unity. This organization's birth on 25 May 1963 ie indeed more directly 
connected with African liberation rather than African unity. 


It ie believed that the connection of the two concepte dates back to Addis Ababa 
18 years ago, in 4 manifestation of optimiem perfectly natural at that time. The 
chiefs of state present were living euphoric moments. It ie surprising that they 
did not proclaim then and there the “Liberated United States of Africa,” but it is 
possible that they were not psychologically ready for that. 


It can be concluded today that despite the fact that tihewind of liberation has 
blown almost over the entire continent, African unity has simply marked time. The 
seeds of loosening engagement were inherent, and it is clear that they result from 
the temporal distance separating liberation from unity. 


The birth of Liberation in Africa was accompanied by an awareness of nationality, 
which may be paradoxical, but undoubtedly is the major barrier to African unity. 
The few and far between conquests of this unity are the premature fruite of the 
clairvoyance of a emall number of African statesmen. The majority of African 
leaders, meanwhile, are satie*fied with exalting, albeit inefficient professions 
of faith, surely because they lack weighty arguments to counterbalance the prin- 
ciple reputedly so dear to ali. 


As a result, the African political man of our generation is he who felt personally 
how dearly he had to pay--often with the death of close friends--for this emerging 
nationalism. It cannot be demanded of hie that he relinquish so soon such an 
onerous and loved conquest. Comrade Aristides Pereira was saying last week that 
"the task of unity will be carried out by the next generation.” Our generation, 
even if aware of it--and is it really psychologically prepared for it?--will have 
to be satisfied with just “smoothing the edges" of this project.

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PRESLDENT TOURS PLATEAUX, CUVETTE REGIONS 
Brazzaville ETUMBA in French 30 May 81 ppl, 3

{Text} Col Denia Sassou-Nguesso, president of the Central Committee of the PCT 
[Congolese Labor Party), was welcomed in Djambala at 1243 hours on 26 May, at the 
head of a large delegation, beginning the first part of hie tour of the Plateaux 
and Cuvette regions. 


Upon hie arrival in Djambala, the president was greeted by a large crowd that lined 
the roads from the airport to the public square where he held a large people's 
meeting. At the Place Premier Mai, where the meeting was held [line deleted) 
their region, and to express their satisfaction over the many projects that have 
been completed or that are underway in their region. These include asphalting of 
National Highway 2 (Etsouali-Oboya section), construction of the Djambala drinking 
water system, construction of the water tower, the supplying of generators, con- 
struction in Gamboma of an oil storage station, construction in Djambala of a cold 
storage facility 217 cubic meters in size, the supplying of tank trucks for Lekana, 
Djambala and Ngo worth some 43 million CFA francs, and finally, the recent alloca- 
tion of credits amounting to 18 million CFA francs for precooperative groupings. 


The district of Djambala, which is essentially an agricultural and grazing area, 
makes its contribution to national production. For example, the 1979-1980 market- 
ing campaign yielded a potato production of 114.024 tons worth 15 million CFA 
francs. Already, the first quarter of the 1980-1981 season has yielded 39.9 tons 
of potatoes and 19.941 tons of coffee worth 2,991,000 CFA francs. Besides pota- 
toes, coffee is the other profitable crop, with 123.26 tons sold for over 14 mil- 
lion CFA francs. 


As one can see, t*> people in the Plateaux region, as in other regions, are deter- 
mined to carry ou. he directives of the Congolese Labor Party concerning work 
productivity in all spheres of activities. That is why the historic visit of 
comrade Denis Sassou-Nguesso to the region since he took office is an opportunity 
to discuss, listen to and raise the level of awareness of the masses so as to make 
them always more accessible to the revolution. Following the meeting held upon 
his arrival, the president of the Central Committee of the PCT presided over a work 
session attended by the region's political and administrative leaders. Comrade 
Mouissou-Pouaty, member of the Central Committee and political commissioner of the 
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region, presented a liat of projects underway and reviewed the grievances of the 
people in general, 


Dam on Lefini Inetead of Mpama 


Speaking in turn, Colonel Sassou expressed his esattafaction over the execution of 
all taske and the willingness of the masses to reapond to the party's slogans in 
the Plateaux region. Before closing the session, the president of the Central Com- 
mittee told those attending of the decision made at the latest meeting of the 
Committee, a decision concerning construction of the dam on the Lefini at Emboli 
inatead of on the Mpama, as determined by the Third Special Congress of the PCT. 
The decision of the political leaders to take the project to a higher level re- 
sponds to the need, Sassou said, to solve the energy problem throughout the region 
of the Plateaux, the center of Cuvette and Brazzaville, for this latter more power 
ful dam will produce 100 times more energy than that at Mpama. 


On 27 May, following visite to certain projectea in the area, the presidential en- 
tourage went to Lekana, On the way, it was greeted by applause from villagers 
standing along the road. After more than a 2<hour trip over the 55 kilometers 
separating Djambala and Lekana, a very difficult journey because of the poor state 
of the road, the presidential entourage was welcomed in Lekana at 1220 hours. The 
president immediately presided over a people's meeting at which the people of 
Lekana reaffirmed their support in these terms: "We are for the revolution because 
only the revolution will take ue out of our poverty. Only the revolution will find 
solutions for our problems," the people of Lekana joyfully stated. Local leaders 
presented to the presidential couple a marvelous gift including raphia loincloths, 
two long pipes and two sabers, as a sign of welcome. 


The breadbasket of the Plateaux region, the Lekana district does its utmost to feed 
the surrounding towns and even the capital Brazzaville. It has 45 precooperative 
groupings formed to help develop the region. 


Following a lightning visit to Lague and the administrative control post at Mbon, 
the president returned to Djambala on 28 May in order to go to Ngo before visiting 
the district of Gamboma. 


Plateaux Regions 


As the political commissioner said, the region of Plateaux is a region of transi- 
tion and the natural watershed of the Congo. Actwally, the region stretches between 
the waters of the Lefini in the south and the Alima in the north, from the Congo 
River in the east to the national border in the west, covering 38,400 square kilo- 
meters for a population of nearly 160,000. Located in the center of the country, 
the region is a transition between the forested regions in the north and the 
savannah regions surrounding Brazzaville. 


Most of the region is made up of the Plateaux of Lekana, Djambale, Nea, Nkoumou 
and Ngo and the high valleys of the Alima, the Mpama, the Nkeni and the Lefini. 
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The political commissioner noted that the Plateaux region is often considered to be 
the natural watershed of Equatorial Africa, 


Actually, it is in the Plateaux region that the country's main rivers have their 
sources, particularly the Nkeni and the Lefini, the Leketi and the Mpama, which 
flow into the Alima, the Koullou and the Bouenga and the Ogouee, which crosses 
Gabon. The Congo's heaviest rainfall isa in the Plateaux region. 


Economic activity in the region is essentially Limited to agriculture and Livestock 
raising. Three-fourthe of the population is involved in agriculture and thus con- 
tributes to national production of coffee, corn, bananas, peanuts, manioc, yams, 
tobacco and rice, without forgetting potatoes and onions, the region's specialties, 
and naturally, the famous coconut leaves of Abala. 


An essentially agricultural, grazing area, the Plateaux region is good for the 
raising of goats, fowl and small grazing animale. Despite a sometimes hostile 
climate and unexpected limitations, the people in the region have built many schools 
and clinics and have built roads to ship out their agricultural products. 


These people therefore appreciate the efforts made by political leaders since the 
5 February movement, especially within the framework of projects contained in the 
complementary program for 1980 and the provisional program for 1981.

NEW KEBELE OFFICIALS=-Addis-Ababa--Move than 3 million Ethiopians will elect, 

on 14 June, their officials within the communal and neighborhood associations, the 
well-known "“kebeles." These officials, who number slightly over 32,000, will serve 
for 2 years. In Addis Ababa, approximately 20,000 candidates have been designated 
on 7 June for 6,532 offices in 284 kebeles. These associations are considered 

as the basis of the mass organization: organized after the 1974 revolution. They 
have played a primary role in reinforcing the Ethiopian revolutionary process. 

In charge of maintaining order, the kebeles are responsible for the liquidation of 
thousands of political adversaries who had unleashed the "white terror" in 1977 

in urban centers. The kebels had replied, in turn, with the "red terror."

PROSPECTS FOR INCREASED BRAZILIAN ECONOMIC ACTIVITY 
Libreville L'UNION in French 14 May 81 pp 1, 4 


[Article by Obame Emane: ‘''The Moroccan Minister of Islamic Affairs and the 
Brazilian Ambassador") 


[Excerpts] Yesterday the president of the Republic received the Brazilian 
ambassador, Joao Luiz Areias Netto. 


The Brazilian diplomat introduced to the head of state the general managers 
of the Libreville branches of the Bank of Brazil and of Banco do Real, Braz M. 
Murtinho Braga and Ronaldo Bastos Tavares. 


it should be noted that Branco do Real will open its doors on 30 May, while the 
opening of the Bank of Brazil has been delayed by 3 months in order to complete 
the work and install the equipment. 


The Brazilian ambassador also submitted to the president of the Republic the 
preliminary conclusions of the mission made by technical experts with regard 
to the production of alcoho! from manioc and sugar cane. This mission visited 
our country during the month of December 1980. 


This report proposes the establishment of five distilleries, four for manioc 
and the fifth for sugar cane. A second mission of Brazilian experts will! visit 
our largest plantations in a few months' time with a view to industr'alizing 
the growing of manioc. 


in Libreville, the second African capital after Abidjan, where it set up an agency, 
the Bank of Brazil will grant credits to the Gabonese government and to other 
banks in the capital for the sale of goods and services imported exclusively 

from Brazil. tn the same context it will participate in promoting smal! and 
medium firms. 


in the course of the last 5 years the Bank of Brazil has granted Gabon an initia! 
credit of $10 million, which has been almost exhausted, having been used by the 
government and Gabonese semi-national companies such as CODEV [expansion unknown], 
to purchase household electrical appliances, furniture, cars, buses, and motor 
boats. The second loan, in the amount of $25 million, has allowed the Gabonese 
government to purchase four ‘'Bandeirante'' type planes, transport trucks, and 

the construction of houses and sheds for the presidential guard. 
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Another tine of credit, in the amount of $140 million granted in 1978, has not 
yet been used. For this year, the Brank of Brazil has opened a credit of $12 
million for the Cabonese authorities, the allocation of which has not yet been 
specified. With regard to the Bank of Brazil, it is the third largest private 
bank in Brazil for deposits, but the first in international expansion. 


Banco do Real has opened a business office in Libreville with a minimum capital 
of $l million, Whereas al! operations of the Bank of Brazil will be centered 

in the head office in Brasilia, the capital of Brazil, Banco do Real, in contrast, 
in order to give financial support, will study the plans of the legal authorities 


in such diverse areas as agroindustry, forestry, the fishing industry, refrigeration,

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ARTLCLE MAINTAINS MINOR PARTIES SHOULD MERGE

1 have closely been following the debates that 
have been raging on. the issue of the merger of the 
minor political parties. Powerful arguments have 
been advanced for and aghinst it. However, I have 
no doubt in my mind at all that a merger of all the 
minority parties will be the most sensible, the most 
practical and the most positive step that can and 
should be taken now, and that no stone should be 
jeft unturned to accompiish this, 


One of the commonest arguments being advanced 
against a merger is that in many European coun- 
tries, as well as in Israel, there are many minority 
parties which have made virtually all governments 
coalition governments. There is no doubt that at 
one time or the other in the history of a country, a 
coalition government may become absolutely neces- 
sary for a variety of reasons, The coalition or Na- 
tional Government formed in Britain in 1931 was 
precipitated by the serious economic problems 
which faced the world in general and Britain in 
particular, while that of 1940 was necessitated by 
the outbreak of the Second World War. About a 

ear ago, | myself and many others advocated the 
Rormallen of a coalition government because of the 
dangerous socio-economic and serious political 
problems facing the country, th unsuccessful 
attempts were made to bring this a Since the 
socio-economic conditions have grown worse :ather 
than better, there is still a very genuine and urgent 
need for a coalition government at this very 
moment - and not just an alliance between the 
ruling party and one other minority party.

Compelling Reasons For A Merger 


Another argument is that each of the minority 
parties has its own for the country and 
therefore each should continue to exist so as to 
propagate that message. But the simple answer to 
this argument is that as far as some of us are con- 
cerned, a political party should not merely preach 
but it should also be able to win power so as to 
implement or practise what it preaches, and that 
as will be shown below, there is not the ghost of a 
chance for any of the minority parties winning any 
election as long as remain divided. But there 
are even more compelling arguments for a merger. 
As I have pointed out repeatedly, parties do not 
spring out of the blue or at least should not. They 
must be the product of the political and historical 
circumstances of the time. In Ghana, ever since 
the late 1940s, there have been two main political 
traditions, namely, the UGCC and the CPP tradi- 
tions. However, while the CPP has always been 

















able to maintain its unity and — 218 the UGCC 
group has always been plagued by disunity, con- 

icts and divisions arising out of personal animosi- 
tres and overambition. It was these divisions that 
partly account for the defeat of the UGCC forces 
in 1954 and 1956, Invidentally, it was because of 
my firm conviction that the UNC belongs solidly 
to the UGCC tradition that I was so uncompromi- 
singly opposed to the UNC-PNP alliance. 


In 1969, for the first time, all the forces of that 
tradition did come together to form one sin 
front hence its overwhelming victory at the walle 
The next ume that those forces came together again 
was during the time of the Peoples’ Movement for 
Freedom and Justice which, in icular, won 
back into the mainstream the U forces in the 
Volta Region which had defected and joined NAL. 
Any careful study of the present composition of the 
PNP, on the one hand, and the minority parties, on 
the other, reveals by and large that the PVP con- 
sists basically of the ‘Unigovists’ while the latter 
consist by and large of the anti-unigovists. Had the 
PMFJ, then, been turned into a political party, 
there would have been just a single strong party 
against the PNP. But history did at itself. As 
in the fifties, the UGCC forces broke up into all 
the groups that we see ous. By merging, we will 
merely be reverting to the PP position of the 1960s 
or the PMFJ position of the 1970s and it is only 
in this way that I can see any hope of success, 


That there has been no other new political or 
socio-economic force since the laté forties was 
amply demonstrated during the last elections by 
the performance of the SDF. Probably, with the 
example of the Labour Party of Britain in mind, 
the founders of SDF thought they could do what 
Ramsay MacDonald did in the 1920s in Britain. 
But, alas, what they forgot was ‘at since no indus- 
trial revolution has taken place as yet in Ghana, 
there 1s lacking that strong working-class base on 
which the Party could have been built, hence its 
rather poor performance in the 1979 elections. A 
third political force may indeed emerge one day 
in this country but we are very far from that day. 
The only realistic and practical thing, then, is for 


all those of the UGCC tradition to come together 
to form a common front. 


And at no time has the need for a single united 
front become stronger than now. If the Limann 
Administration has demonstrated anything beyond 
any doubt, it is its inability to deal with the socio- 
economic situation in the country. Of course, 
nobody in his right senses would expect the PNP 
Administration to have solved all the economic 
problems of the country in so short a time. But 
what is particularly lamentable is that this Adminis- 
tration does not appear to have anv plans, long or 
short term, for their solution. It - +> to be jurup-

VIEIRA JUSTIFIES REFUSAL TO SIGN ECOWAS DEFENSE P*CT 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 3 Jun 61 pp 4-5 


[Excerpts] The fourth meeting of the conference of chiefs of state and government 
of BCOWAS held in Freetown (Sierra Leone) on 28 and 29 May ended with the signing 
of a number of important protocol agreements. 


Guinea-Bissau, whose delegation was headed by the chairman of the Council of the 
Revolution, comrade Joao Bernardo Vieira, and included ministers Vaceo Cabral and 
Avito Jose da Silva, respectively ministers of economic coordination and planning 
and rural development, marked ite presence with a vibrant speech by the chief of 
the delegation and with the refusal to sign the defense pact, approved by 13 
countries against 3 (Cape Verde, Mali and Guinea-Bissau). 


In his statements to the press upon his return to Bisseau, the head of the Guinean 
etate, comrade Joao Bernardo Vieira, explained the reasons for the refusal to sign 
the protocol agreement on defense. “We could never sign this pact, because we 
believe that we have in our country the Council of the Revolution, which is the 
supreme organ of our sovereignty and we must meet to study the possibility of 
signing such a document." According to comrade Vieira, signing such a pact would 
entail the availability of funds to establish and maintain an armed force, and 
our country is in no condition to do so at present. Nino also expressed his con- 
viction that this is an issue to be studied carefully, because, he added, it is 
also true that we cannot isolate ourselves from the community of which we are a 
part.

PUNCH estates that the echeme was made possible thanks to the exie- 
tence of bank accounts in the names of personnel of the deputies, accounts which 
only the deputies were entitled to draw upon. The PUNCH accusations, which the 
TIMES correspondent in Lagos says remain to be proven, gave rise to anger in the 
Nigerian capital. Some deputies then accused Parliament employees of having delib- 
erately organized absconding in order to harm them. In order to settle the debate

[Text] Rwandan Minister of Economy and Commerce Mathieu Ngirira is now in Paris 
and will proceed on to Brussels, Zurich and Cologne for the purpose of making con- 
tacts with the United Nations Industrial Development Organization (UNIDO). 


The purpose of the visit to Paris is to make contact with French enterprises wish- 
ing to invest in Rwanda and to reactivate projects already diecussed. Ngirira will 
meet with representatives of the Lsochem Company to renew discussions on the project 
to build « plant to make quinine from cinchona bark. Other contacts will be made 
with Citroen in particular for a proposed assembly plant for the FAF (easy to manu- 
facture, easy to finance) model, Citroen has already set up two of these plants in 
Africa: one in Guinea-Bissau, which went into operation in 1980, and one in the 
Central African Republic. The car is an offehoot of the 2 CV [deux chevaux), which 
already has several versions. 


Contacts are also to be made with Pechiney-Ugine-Kuhimann-Chimie for the proposed 
construction of a calcium carbide unit. Actually, Rwanda would like to enter a phase 
of accelerated industrialization provided for in the 1962-1986 Plan. 


However, the country has limited natural resources, Its essentially agricultural 
economy does make it possible to meet the people's food needs. The main exports 
are coffee, tea and ores (tin and tungsten). Industry ie in the embryonic stage. 


Plan needs are therefore 70 percent met by foreign financing in the form of multi- 
lateral and bilateral aid, 


However, the Rwandan Government would like to attract foreign private investment 

as well. Foreign investors are invited to become partners with Rwandan public 

or private interests in joint ventures and to participate in the management of these 
mixed firms. In order to do so, Rwanda drafted a Foreign Investment Code in 1966 
which was revised in 1976. The code proposes numerous advantages in the form of 
customs or tax exemptions and aid from the government for infrastructures. 


Rwanda, a landlocked country, is in the process of solving its transport »roblems 
through the establishment of three corridors providing access to the sea. It is 
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doing so through cooperation with neighboring states. The corridors go to Dar-ea~ 
Salaam, Mombasa and Zaire. In addition, Rwanda enjoys great political and economic 
atability,

RENE DUMONT CONSTDERS PEASANTS’ SITUATION 'DETERIORATED' 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 1 Jun 81 p 3

[Text] “Senegal strangled: strangled by the deterioration in the terme of trade, 
strangled by the waste of Western countries, by ite elite, ite schools, its agricul- 
ture based on income crops, the deterioration of its soil. At the same time, Dakar 
residents are living on aid, private cars increase in numbers 7 percent per year, 
glamorous houses crop up along the edges of cliffs, the aid received helps the 
elite, and 192,000 wage earners are living off the backs of millions of peasants 
who are hungry and thirety." 


This ie the picture that Rene Dumont and Marie-France Mottin painted of Senegal 
Friday evening at the Sainte-Marie de Hann course in a lecture-debate whose topic, 
"Senegal etrangled,” had attracted a large crowd to the college auditorium, In 
the audience were many young people. Faithful to his image, Rene Dumont, backed 
by soctologiet Marie-France, did not hesitate to say what he thinks of Senegal, 
many of whose regions he has just visited on a tour that let him talk to the 
peasants, far from the air-conditioned offices of the cities. Everywhere, he said, 
the situation has deteriorated, He met with development workers in rural areas who 
were often arrogant and dogmatic and who think they know more than the peasants. 
The cooperatives and rural communities are generally dominated by political or 
marabout families, whose judgment has no appeal. As a result, Senegal has to go 
begging to feed its peasants, whence a greater dependency vis-a-vis the outside 
world. Soon — if it is not already happening — “another more fearful weapon 
than ofl will etrangle us: the food weapon held by the United States and West 

Bu rope." 


How did we get into such a situation? In the early years of independence, every- 
thing seemed to be off to a good start. A rural development service was set up 
to give literacy training to the peasants. 


Many management companies emerged and the slave trade system was done away with. 

It had been the creation of CRAD [Regional Centers for Technical Development Assis- 
tance! and the ONCAD [National Office of Cooperation and Assistance for Develop- 
ment], both of which turned out to be inoperative. Despite the policy of diversi- 
fication, peanuts alone have continued to receive credits, peanuts, whose exporta- 
tion makes it possible to feed civil servants and create schools that are complete- 
ly unadapted because they are copied after the Western model. 
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In the opinion of Rene Dumont, this cultural domination ia one of the greatest 
evils afflicting our country, The schools are the enemy of agriculture, he empha- 
sized, All those who have spent a few years in school have turned away from agri- 
culture and since not everyone can get into the university, the rural exodus was 
accelerated, whence the emergence of the shantytowns, the most perfect illustration 
of which is Pikine, These proletarians, who live further and further from the 
city, experience the greatest difficulty getting from place to place. 


Since agriculture is to be the top priority, the situation is grave: "Your land 
in dying!" he told the audience. Everywhere he went, he saw peasants burning 
millet etraw. “Burning that eatraw is burning the land," he said, For him, the 
drought does not explain everything: "Your socialiem is a socialiem of the privi- 
leged, of the educated," 


How then is catastrophe to be avoided? Dumont says straight off that there is no 
magic formula, that it is up to the Senegalese to find solutions, "Do not rely on 
foreign aid or on a few international organizations. The Western system exists 
only through the misery of others. It is an unequal society in essence and by 
definition,” he said, What about the socialist countries? Making revolution? 
"In the Soviet Union they have had the most sensational failure!" There has been 
a little more success in China and Cuba, according to Dumont. 


What about the international organizations? They are not the answer either. They 
do “sensational” studies that are actually only compilations done by experts who 
comfortably make their living doing them: 14,000 seminars a year in the Third 
World, financed by organizations or nations, but this does not prevent peasants in 
the Third World from starving. What is one to do then? For Senegal, train the 
peasants, turn to agriculture for food crope, reorganize the schools, “halt the 
destructive power of the cities, organize the peasants so that they can better 
resist the oppression of the cities." The thousands of high school and university 
students could go to rural areas to give literacy training to their relatives, 
What good will the 4,500 law students be when it is certain they will not find work 
even with diplomas? It is not a question of making the country responsible, 
Marie-France Mottin noted, What is necessary is to make the elite responsible. 
For the lecturers, there can be no question of waiting. Things must be done 
rapidly. The situation demands fast action. 


After the introduction, a debate began, a wretched debate in which no one or almost 
no one could support a contradiction or contribute new elements. Those partici- 
pating often got lost in general considerations without any connection with the 
subject, Only Mr Sy, director of the ENEA [National Applied Economics School], 

and Fara Ndiaye made an interesting contribution to the debate. The former empha- 
sized collective responsibility, while the latter asked the Senegalese people to 
ask themselves about the porslation problem. In his opinion, the question is not 
always put right. In fact, it is not a question of demographic density. The prob- 
lem is knowing whether, at this rate, our country could feed its people in the 
fairly near future. 


Rene Dumont and Marie France Mottin nevertheless emphasized that Senegal is not 
alone in this situation; most of the African and Third World countries are 
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experiencing sometimes even greater difficulties. They gave the example of 

Zambia and other countries whose situation is far from the beat, "Almost everywhere 
in the Third World one finda the same aituation: The peasants are rejected and, 

as the title of their latest book saya, "Africa Ie Being Strangled." It should be 


noted that the lecture was organized on the occasion of the cultural days of the 
Sainte-Marie de Hann College,

[Excerpts] Dakar--At the closing meeting of the Brazilian foreign minister's 
visit to Senegal, Minister Saraiva Guerreiro and Senegalese Foreign Affairs 
Minister Moustapha Niasse noted yesterday the importance of the North-South 
dialogue and the upcoming North-South meeting to be held in Mexico with the 
participation of the chiefs of state of developed and developing countries. 
Minister Guerreiro said: "Our hopes are pinned on Reagan, Mitterrand and others 
who can directly influence the question, to see if they can give a boost to 
negotiations at the UN which are somewhat stalled. At least we want to come up 
with an agenda for debate in the UN or with specialized agencies such as the IM. 
In short, we want to see if the vicious circle in which we have been locked for 
2 years can be broken." 


At the end of the final meeting of the Brazilian-Senegalese Joint Commission in 
Dakar yesterday, Foreign Minister Saraiva Guerreiro and Niasse signed a joint 
communique analyzing the main international problems, defending the rights of the 
Palestine people, condemning the South Africa's racist policy, and deploring 
foreign intervention in Afghanistan. 


The two foreign ministers express in the communique their concern over the 
situation in the Middle East which poses a danger for international peace, and 
point out that the causes of tension will only be eliminated and ensure a lasting 
peace through the recognition of "the inalienable rights of the Palestine people, 
especially with the establishment of a sovereign Palestine state under the aegis 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization." 


Speaking of South Africa, the two ministers manifested "their profound indignation 
over the persistent practice of racism in the region," strongly condemning the 
apartheid policy of the South African Government and squarely supporting the 
UN-sponsored solution for Namibia with expressions of solidarity and active backing 
for “the struggling Namibian people.” 


At the end of the communique, the two ministers deplore foreign intervention in 
Afghanistan and reaffirm the need for creating a new world economic order “based 
on justice and equality to meet the aspiration of mankind." 
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About the possibility of cooperation between Brazil and Senegal, Guerreiro tried 
to explain that, although Brazil is not a capital-rich country nor has it a 
surplus of resources to invest abroad, it can cooperate in many ways not demanding 
large financial resources, ways which can be very useful because they can facili- 
tate in many cases the obtaining of financing from other sources, 


Guerreiro then said that there are possibilities which can be tapped immediately, 
such as a new $12.9 million line credit for Senegal to purchase equipment from 
Brazil, It ie possible that financing from international banks might be obtained 
in the future." 


One pointed request made by the Senegalese authorities was that Brazil increase 


the quota of scholarships for Senegalese students. This request was promptly 
granted.

COMMENTS ON BARRE'S TOUR OF WEST AFRICAN COUNTRIES

[Text] Following his tour of West Africa, less than 3 weeks before the annual 
pan-African conference, the head of the Somali tate, Mohamed Siad Barre, is 
apparently hoping for the support of the countries he visited in the Ethiopia- 
Somalia conflict at the OAU summit in Nairobi. 


This issue, as well as the other questions scheduled for debate at the OAU summit 
and international problems were the main subjects of Barre's talks v “h his 
counterparts. 


On 7 June, the Somali president was in Lome, the capital of Togo, after having 
successively visited Nigeria, Benin and the Ivory Coast. He had already visited 
this last country in November 1974, when he was the chairman of the pan-African 
organization. 


However, it was apparent that Barre's most fruitful talks were held with Col Mathieu 
Kerekou, the head of the Beninese state. Calling him "my best friend and brother 

in West Africa," Barre shares with Kerekou the conviction--expressed in a joint 
communique--that the Somalia-Ethiopia conflict "can only be peacefully and equitably 
settled by the Africans themselves within the context of the OAU." 


A peaceful solution to the conflict was also advocated by President Shehu Shagari 

of Nigeria. However, the Nigeria-Somalia communique did not mention this conflict 

at all. President Shagari only called on Third World countries to join his nation 

in putting a stop to the war in the Horn of Africa. For the rest, Messrs Shagari 

and Barre signed bilateral cultural and economic agreements and decided to strengthen 
existing friendly relations between their two countries.

SUSPECTED RAILWAY SABOTAGE~--Durban--Sabotage is suspected in an explosion which 
ripped up about a metre of track on the min Durban-Empangeni railway line on 

Thursday night. The explosion happened at 10 pm while a goods train was travel- 
ling between Felixton and Port Durnford. It is thought that an explosive device 
was placed on the line and detonated when the electric locomotive went over it. 











Police have not yet established what type of device was used, This is the third 
bomb blast on railway lines in Natal this year. An electric locomotive, five coal 
trucks and about 15m of track were damaged on the line between Richards Bay and 
Veyheid on April 14, Nobody was hurt, A TNT+based bomb exploded on the Durba 
Umlazi vailway lime on May 25, damaging a metre of the track.--Sapa [Excerpts

TRANSKEL CRITICISM OF ANC--Umtata--The deputy Minister of Defence in Transkei, 

Mr K.G. Nota, has lashed out at the African National Congress, calling on the 
movement to stop their “sinister slander" of Transkei's freedom and independence, 
Reacting to the ANC's condemmation of the appointment of the former Rhodesian 
Selous Scouts’ commander, Colonel Reid-Daly, ae head of Transkei's army, Mr Nota 
called on the movement to “stop maligning” Transkei's popular and democratically 
elected leaders. He said the ANC was completely out of touch with the “dynamic 
and fast developing” situation in Southern Africa, and urged them to cease "grovel- 
ling in a fool's paradise” in the belief that they would be allowed to impose 
their leadership on the people of Transkei through the barrel of a gun, “If the 
ANC had not unleashed a vicious campaign of lies and hatred against Transkei, 
there would have been no need to employ private people to help train the Transkei 
Defence Force, Just as they vociferously protested they were not communist even

PRETORIA SALARY LNCREASES--The Pretoria City Council last night approved substan- 
tial salary increases for its 12 000 workers--bigger increases than expected by 
staff--in a desperate bid to stop the growing personnel rot in the municipal 
service. the approval was for 15 percent increases for all staff, and for 20 
percent increases for weekly paid non-White staff. The total bill for the rises, 
together with other improvements in service conditions, including an upped housing 
loan and subsidy, will cost Pretoria ratepayers an extra R17,l-million next year 
on the city's payroll. Mr E.R, Lombard, management committee “finance Minister" 
told a special meeting of the City Council that the increases were the absolute 
minimum the council could grant, despite the dire financial straits in which it 
was, in an effort to retain the services of workers. It is understood that the 
rises are, effectively, higher than workers expected to be given--but considerably 
lower than the rises they originally requested, and lower than the levels asked 
for by departmental heads. Pretoria's White population growth was nearly 21 per- 
cent, while the total council personnel strength had increased from only 12 084 to 
12 855, or about 6 percent, since 1973, he said.

NKOMO SAYS ‘GOVERNMENT IS FOR ALL ZIMBABWEANS '

(vest) Bulawayo--No Government can in one year “undo the knots" tied during 
nearly 100 years of colonial rule to give the people the land they so urgently 
require, the Patriotic Front leader and Minister without Portfolio, Dr Joshua 
Nkomo, told 10 000 cheering supporters at a rally in Ntabaginduna yesterday. 


Dr Nkomo appealed for initiative by the people to form co-operatives to help 
themselves, rather than wait for the Government to buy more land to alleviate 
what he deseribed as “acute land hunger" in the area, 


Dr Nkomo aleo urged hie supporters to stop thinking on tribal or party political 
lines. He told them that whatever party dominated the present Zimbabwe Govern- 
ment, “the Government is for all Zimbabweans" irrespective of their political 
affiliation. 





Those who went about saying “this is a jongwe (ZANU-PF) Government, they just do 
not know why we launched the struggle for our independence." 


Dr Nkomo said the people had to stop expecting the Government to do everything 
for them, 


"You are like travellers in a bus that breaks down," the ZAPU leader told them, 
“and do they wait there hoping for the best, or do they find other means of travel 
to reach their destination?" 


Dr Nkomo said national independence was a vehicle which the people could now use 
to realise their goals and they could do it with co-operatives which would buy 
farms for communal grazing. 


Earlier Dr Nkomo told the rally that ZAPU was part of a Government dominated by 
ZANU (PF), @ party which had its own policies on the land question. 


"We as ZAPU have our own policies, too, but we cannot use them in a Government 
dominated by another party." This made i* even more imperative for the people 
to organise themselves and get on with the task of developing the country, he 
said. 
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Dirty Politics 


On tribaliem and rabid partisanship, Dr Nkomo said those who used the people 
"for their own dirty politics” were like the devil himself, 


The next two weeks would see ZIPRA men at Woolendale moved to join the national 
army, he said, 


Any suggestion that arme from ZIPRA's Gwai camp or ZANIA‘s Middle Sabi had been 
"oonfiscated" were completely untrue. The arma were taken to army headquarters 
in Salisbury and former guerillas were told they would meet them there when they 
joined the national army, 


"We told the comrades that all weapons must go to the army headquarters, and that 
we are not going to allow this country to be divided into small tribal unite."

MUGABE DESCRIBES HIS bAAND OF MARXISM 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 10 Jun 81 p 1 


[Text] The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, said this week that the principles of 
Marxism to which he adhered also reflected a Christian approach. 


He made this comment in an interview in his office in Salisbury with the HERALD 
AFRICA NEWS SERVICE during which he was asked to say which were the main Marxist 
principles which guided him in the direction he would like to see Zimbabwe 
travel. 


This is his reply: "Fundamentally they amount to the phenomenon that the 
resources which are God-given or nature-given belong to us together. That it 
is wrong for an individual or a group of individuals to set himself or them- 
selves up as owners of those resources to the exclusion of the rest of the 
people. 


"That common ownership is fundamental, the ownership, that is, of resources. 


"But the ownership of what we produce as individuals or groups of individuals, 
the product, should be our own. 





"The permanent resources, the natural resources that we have, such as the min- 
erals, the land, the trees, the rivers, the fish, the birds, our snakes and 
animals--these belong to us together and it is wrong for an individual to seek 
to acquire them to the total exclusion of the rest of the people." 


Mr Mugabe went on: "That also I would like to think is Christian. It is moral. 
You find that concept common belonging, of common ownership of resources, among 
many nations and tribes. [as published] 


"It happens to cut across Marxist thinking and accordingly the means of produc- 
tion must be vested in the people as a whole. Now Marx says they must be 
vested in the proletariat. In our situation the proletariat is only one small 
section of the community--the peasantry. You also have the professional class, 
the students and so on. 


"I would rather the resources or the means of production be vested in the people 
as a whole are 3 this collective aspect of Marxism which I find very much 

in keeping wi ., \2tal philosophy and therefore the socialistic philosophy as 
I would want to sit implemented in this country." 
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On the role of private enterprise he had this to say: "We recognise the reali- 
ties of our country and the fact that the resources that we have been allocated 
by previous regimes and there has been free enterprise. 


"There is, therefore, the capitalist infrastructure which we cannot overhaul and 
overthrow overnight. We must at least as we are working out the basis of our 
socialism try to preserve it. Because to try to destro: it is to destroy the 
basis on which our nation can survive, 


"It is because ot that reality," said Mr Mugabe, “that we have adopted a prag- 
matic policy which recognises some role for private enterprise. 


"In fact private enterprise for now has the major sector and the public sector 
is really minimal. 


"If one looks at the services the Government is in charge of, it appears to be 
large--education, health, all those have long been nationalised--and what we 
are’doing is to ensure there is greater socialisation of these services by mak- 
ing them as free as possible and extending them. 


"We want to stretch the infrastructure so that it can serve the whole area, the 
peasantry as much as the industrial area, and also to make utilities such as 
water and electricity available to the people. 


"They are some of the realities we have to cope with. But as we socialise we 
recognise the role that must be played by private enterprise at leas: for 
now, until we have managed to establish an adequate infrastructure and a basis 
of human [passage indistinct] principles so that by persuasion they can 
see the goals as we see them." 





Mr Mugabe said this was fundamental, especially when it came to the establish- 
ment of cooperatives in the rural areas. 


He said: “It is necessary that the people accept the concept of cooperatives, 
that they be educated on the usefulness and advantages. 


"They can survive the need to pull their units together so that they can 
undertake large-scale rather than small-scale production. 


"These are the main considerations that we have to bear in mind before we can 
engage in the process of socialism."

(text) The private sector will have a vital role in Zimbabwe if the present huge 
disparities in earnings are to be redressed, the director of the United States 
A.1.0. mission to Zimbabwe, Mr Charles Grader, said in Salisbury yesterday, 


Addressing the National Affairs Association, Mr Grader said he saw the expansion 


of private enterprise as a way of creating more job opportunities for blacks, 
raising their standard of living. 


Mr Grader said Zimbabwe was unique in his experience in that it was receiving 
American aid with no strings attached, He added, however, that future aid could 
be tied, 


"Aid is appropriated by Congress in a country which has its own unemployment 
problems. It is therefore a necessity for some strings to be attached," 


He said the Zimbabwean Government would not be forced to buy U.S. goods purely 
because the aid was American. The Government had expressed interest in a number 


of things produced in America, and would voluntarily spend U.S. aid in obtaining 
them, 


He praised the Government's co-ordination in dealing with aid donors, and ensuring 
that “none got in each other's way."

SANYO, ZIMBABWE ELECTRONICS CORPORATION VENTURE REPORTED

(text) Japanese technology has taken the world by storm in the past decade and 
will soon be thriving in Bulawayo through a joint venture between Sanyo and 
Marubeni of Japan and the locally-based Zimbabwe Electronics Corporation. 


Marubeni, one of Japan's largest trading companies with a turnover last year of 
about $30 000 million, already has an office in Zimbabwe, but the venture will 
mean new ground for Sanyo, Each company will have 25 percent of the shares with 
ZEC holding the other 50 percent, 


A spokesman for ZEC, Mr Nick Benatar, believes that Zimbabweans will be able to 
buy Sanyo products by the end of the year, including radios, tape recorders and 
other electrical equipment. 


The venture will also create excellent export opportunities and will be a base 
for Sanyo and Marubeni operations in Southern and Central Africa, 


Currently employing about 600 people, ZEC could well increase its staff if local 
consumption and exports take off as expected. The Bulawayo factory, however, 
should be big enough for the time being, said Mr Benatar. 


Sanyo and Marubeni have entered into similar agreements with companies in various 
parts of the world, including Britain and Nigeria. 


Included in the Japanese delegation which arrives in Salisbury today for the 
official signing in Bulawayo tomorrow, is the president of Sanyo, Mr Kaoru Lue,

RAMPAGING ELEPHANTS RUIN CROPS NEAR CENTENARY

(Text) Peasants in the communal lands bordering the Centenary commercial farming 
area say the destruction of crops by elephants has reduced them to the verge of 
famine. 


They spoke of living in constant fear for their lives, saying five people had 
been trampled to death in Kasekete since last winter. 


The shortage of food was said to be so serious that Christian Care, in its 
continuing relief aid exercise, distributed 28 bags of maize to 60 families in 
Kasekete on Tuesday. 


The Centenary-based District Administration offices confirmed the elephant menace 
and the Mzarabani District Council said it was keen to see measures taken that 
could turn the elephants into 4 money-spinner for the fledgling council, 


People interviewed this week said hopes of a return to normal life, after spending 
years in protected villages were dashed when the game came out in full force early 
this year and started destroying what should have been a very good harvest. 


Driven Out 


The elephants, they said, drive people out of their homes in search of food and 
help themselves at granaries. 


The chairman of Mzarambani District Council, Councillor Patrick Kanengoni, said 


that three-quarters of a population of 16 000 families had no food as a result 
of crop destruction. 


"The animals should be killed,” he said. “If game is wanted then the animals 
should be kept in one place, 


"People cannot move freely because of the elephants and the situation is serious 
in Kasekete and Whata, 
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"The counei. should make 4 deal with the National Parke and Wildlife Department 
so that the Guvernment buys these elephants and puts them in game reserves, 
This way the council will get more money for development projects.” 


Similar views were expressed by Tilcor's Mzarabani Eetate manager, Mr Colin 
MacKenzie, who te in close touch with the council, 


He said; “The council can Meence big game hunters who my come here to shoot 
elephant. A lot of income will be generated if each hunter paid say $2 000 to 
shoot an elephant.” 


Ma lnourished 


The Government-aponsored woman adviser for the Mzarabani area, Miss Zuvareshe 
Makava, said: “Forty percent of the children in the area are malnourished,” 


Mr Edmond Chibaya, village head for Chibaya line in Kasekete, said the elephant 
menace started in January and since then people had been killed, 


His people were the ones given Christian Care food aid on Tuesday. 


"The elephants ate everything in the fields," he said. “They come to the homes 
at might. We light fires to scare them, but they still come," 


fhe National Parks provincial warden for the area said last night that some 
culling had been done earlier in the year. He added that there was no real 
problem and calls for help had proved unfounded, 





He addec that the National Parks intended to sell culled animals to provide extra 


income for local peasants. 


There had been an increase in elephant populations in the area but the movement 
of any herds was not feasible at present.

PLAN TO TRIM APPRENTICE TRAINING TIME REPORTED

(Text! Bulawayo--The Government is proposing to shorten apprenticeships in two 
more major industries, according to an announcement in the Government Gazette, 


The Secretary for Manpower Planning and Development, Mr Herbert Murerwa, has 
gazetted preliminary notices concerning apprenticeship changes in the motor and 
printing and packaging industries. 





A 30-day period of grace has been allowed for objections to the changes to be 
lodged with the department. 


In both trades, the five-year apprenticeship is being reduced to four years, with 
a provision for the apprentice to complete training after just three years if he 
passes a competency test, 


[It is proposed in both trades to withdraw the provision where part of the appren- 
ticeship could be remitted if a person has been through a period of national 
service, 


In the motor industry, the proposed legislation would allow a contract of appren- 
ticeship to be cancelled if the person failed to pass a trade test after 12 
months (if he has not been to college) or if he failed his trade subjects at the 
end of his second term of college. 


For printing, packaging and the newspaper industry, the new legislation would do 


away with the requirement that apprentices be paid a bonus for obtaining the 
advance certificate of the City and Guilds of London Institute.

ACCZ HEAD OUTLINES PLAN TO HELP SMALL BUSINESSMEN

(vext) The first black president of the Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
Zimbabwe, Mr Abner Botsh, is 4 man who is determined to succeed, and few who know 
this former clerk, social worker, laundry man and now director of at least six 
companies, doubt that he will. 


"I do not accept impossibilities. I believe that if one puts enough effort into 


anything he is bound to get results," he said in his office in the heart of 
Salisbury. 


Mr Botsh believes that the businessman has an extremely important role to play 
in the development of Zimbabwe. "My only concern is for the business community, 
regardless of who or what they support. A businessman, whether large or small 
should be able to provide a service to the community," he said, 


He has designated his year in office as the "Year of the Small Businessman." He 
had already worked out a master plan to implement his idea, but had yet to discuss 
it with his management committee, he said. 


"I do believe that first and foremost we have got to get the businessmen in the 
smaller centres to organise, and to understand the modern methods. Things are 
not standing still, and if we in the urban areas are benefiting from the opening 


up of overseas markets, I don't see why people in the rural areas should be left 
out, 


"We want to Look at areas that are not being serviced at the moment with a view to 
encouraging people to move into these areas." 


Commenting on the advancement of blacks in the business sector, Mr Botsh said 
that Zimbabwe had experienced a dramatic change of situation, and for any 
businessman to be content to leave things as they used to be would be counter- 
productive, 
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"We have got to initiate change ourselves, a8 businesamen," he said, “We must 
work at it, There ia no excuse whatsoever for the private sector to lag 
behind..." 





On workers’ committees and profit-sharing schemes, he said: “As a businessman | 
feel it ia & most welcome aspect of our new situation, For once we will be 
involving workers in what the company makes, 


"We are in business to make a profit, and whoever assiate use in making that 
profit should be adequately rewarded," 


He said, however, that workers for their part should also behave responsibly. 
"Whether they are involved in the production, sales or any other aspect of the 
business, they must make sure that they are doing their share," 


Mr Boteh said he would like to see the level of consultation between worker and 
mnagement increased, "There is no way one can separate the worker from the 
employer, Some my think it is idealistic to see the employers’ organisation 
communicating and working very smoothly with the labour unions, but it is not 
impossible," 


He is confident of the role private enterprise has to play in Zimbabwe, He feels 
that what has been achieved so far is because businessmen put their hearts and 
souls into it. 


Mr Botsh is 44, married, and has two children. His wife Lucy is a sister in the

UNLTS BEGIN CITIZEN REGISTRATION DRIVE

(Text) Three mobile registration units went to the south-east corner of Zimbabwe 
recently--the start of their five-year safari across Zimbabwe as part of a massive 
Government exercise to register all people over 16 in the country. 


About 24 0 people carried the new Zimbabwe national identity card, the 
registra neral, Mr Brian Oliver, said yesterday. 


Another 1,25 million had Rhodesian or Zimbabwe Rhodesian cards, but these would 
be replaced before the exercise was over. 


First the computer at the national registration centre had to be reprogrammed-- 

a task that should be finished by August. Until then people should keep their old 
cards, he said, If they had to have a Zimbabwe card, then they could get a 
replacement at no cost, 





In the towns and cities the registration exercise had slowed down and Mr Oliver 
appealed to those who had yet to register to do so as soon as possible, 


The new cards are made of the same metal as the old but the Rhodesian coat of arms 
has been replaced by the Zimbabwe Bird and the details recorded on the card have 
been reduced, 


The new cards simply have the number, name, date of birth, town or village of 
birth, citizenship status, sex and the photograph of the holder. The name of 
the chief has been dropped, as has the old situpa number. 


Complexion, hair and eye colour codes were no longer recorded because they were 
"useless," said Mr Oliver, People could change all three easily. 


Servicing the rural areas had been a problem. But now mobile teams had been 
sent out, two to Chipinga and one to the southern Melsetter district, These 
would cover an area and sign in 70 to 80 percent of the potential holders before 
moving on. 
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Other teama would remain at the old district headquarters to register the reat 
and newcomers, 


Mr Oliver said Government officials would give evidence to the Delimitation 
Commission on methods of linking national registration with the voters’ roll, 


Each card had three spaces on the back which could be marked by returning 
officers in a poll,

DEFINITION OF PEOPLE'S POWER SOUGHT

(Text) There is much to agree with in Mr Madimutsa's three articles on the 
Problems of Reconstruction. However, they raise a number of basic issues that 


deserve closer examination. 


One of these is the question, "what does he mean by people's power?" His 
articles suggest three possibilities. 


L. "People" could mean black people whose power replaces the white power of the 
previous regime, This would mean that one racist regime is replacing another. 


2. Or “people” could mean the proletariat--the workers as distinct from the 
owners and employers, 





3. Or it could mean the people who voted the ruling party into office. 


Mr Madimutsa seems to favour the third choice, He writes: "The year of the con- 
solidation of people's power should be the year when the majority complete the 
exercise of total political control. This calls for the full control of the 
state machinery by the people." 


He then spells out the implications of his conception of people's power. 


[t means first, that those who hold office in the public services must be members 
of the ruling party. 


[t is not sufficient, for example, that the chief justice and the chiefs of army 
rad police be neutral or non-political: They must be active suprorters of the 
Government.

Therefore "people's power" is a misleading phrase, 


What then is the power that the people vest in the government? A nation is 
composed, not of one, but of many power groups. 


Such groups include tribal, professional, commercial, industrial, mining, land- 
owning, religious, sporting and cultural groups and many others. 


Because their interests overlap, it is inevitable that their interests are often 
in conflict. 


[t is the function of government to co-ordinate and control them so that there 
may be harmony and equity between every member of the body politic. 


"People's power" is the power vested in the Government to carry out this task. 
This power is subject to certain important limitations: it is not total power, 
A Government must so rule that it does not destroy the basic autonomy of the 
various branches of national life, for example, the freedom of the Press or the 
judiciary. 


Stifle their inner life and the whole nation suffers. 


A Government is answerable to the people wao have appointed it and wio can dismiss 
it and appoint another. 


A nation must ensure therefore, that the Government does not so entrench itself 
in power that it cannot be voted out of office. 


People's power is its ability, when necessary, to change its government and thus 
keep it accountable for its actions. 





Does this mean that sovereignty resides in the people? 


No! Neither government nor people is sovereign: Both are subject to certain 
basic principles--laws of equity and justice--which are not man-made and which, 
therefore, cannot be set aside by men, 


All our manemade laws must submit themselves to the judgment of these guiding 
principles. Thie te what is meant when we declare that we are “a nation under 


Lod ‘ " 


Mr Madimutea recognises the existence of such principles when, for example, he 
appeals to equity ae a yardstick for the measurement of salary scales.

However, he seems to ignore another principle that upholds the «nctity of oaths 
and treaties, 


Without loyalty to one's promises no nation can long survive,

(text] The private sector is reluctant to take on professional and skilled 
blacks because it fears white employees will feel insecure as a result, the 
National Manpower Survey director, Dr Ibbo Mandaza, said yesterday. Addressing 
a special m ting of the Institute of Marketing Management in Salisbury, Dr 
Mandaza saic the move was also designed to ensure that management remained in 
white hands. 


He said there was a tendency among white officials in both the private and public 
sectors to conceal the existence of vacancies if there was a prospect that they 
could be filled by blacks, 


"It should be added that many whites are leaving the public sector for precisely 
these racist considerations and are forming new laagers in the private sector," 
said Dr Mandaza, 


Recruiting foreign skills was contributing towards discriminatory practices in 
employment, he added. 


Nearly all students sent abroad by the Manpower Ministry's scholarship committee 
were engaged in technical training to meet skilled manpower shortage. 


Although 200 engineering students were due back soon, it was disturbing to note 
that some of those who had returned were without jobs. 


"Our local university has in some departments shown a bias against very qualified 
and experienced black Zimbabweans in favour of white Zimbabweans, British or 
American academics. 


"Furthermore, we have on our records many Zimbabwean scientists of reputation 
who have been summarily turmed away as unsuitable." 


There was a need for a more comprehensive Government policy on the development 
of sciences and technical education, he said. 
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Greater incentives would have to be given to students wishing to pursue a 
sclenctitic and technical career from primary school level and the Government 
would have to allocate more resources to develop scientific and technical

This will ve the inaugural meeting which will adopt a constitution previously 
approved by both councils. 


Under this constitution the CFU will donate to the new union "an agreed sum of 
money towards its establishment, formation and operation and generally to assist 
in its becoming fully functional in the shortest space of time,’ the report says. 


The staff of the CFU will be taken over by the new union and employed on appropri- 
ate and acceptable conditions of service. 


The report says arrangements will be made for the continuation of the Modern 
Farming Publications and council will ensure a representation of CFU members' 
interests in the new union. 


Existing farmers’ associations will be of‘ered membership of the new union in 
accordance with the provisions of the constitution of the new body, adds the report. 


The CFU is expected to be dissolved by September after which any surplus money

CZI PROMOTION CAMPAIGN HELPS EXPORT DRIVE

[Text] The export of Zimbabwean manufactured goods has received a major boost 
since the Confederation of Zimbabwean Industries set up its export promotion 
department at the beginning of the year, but the next six months will prove most 
crucial for the expansion of exports. 


Between now and the end of the year, manufacturers will have the best chance they 
have had for the last 15 years to promote their products and earn valuable foreign 
exchange for the country. 


As part of its programme to "sell" Zimbabwe's manufactured articles, CZI will be 
sending trade delegations to Africa's major trade fairs, to the Berlin Trade Fair 
in September and to other countries with prospective markets. 


"Apart from attending all the major African trade fairs and commercial shows, we

WHITSUN FOUNDATION PROJECTS TO BOOST PRODUCTIVITY REPORTED

(Text) The Whiteun Foundation will spend more than $200 000 thie year on projects 
and studies aimed at boosting productivity and improving the lives of people in 
rural and urban areas, the director, Colonel Don Grainger, said this week. 


The massive programme includes carrying out feasibility etudies and preparing 
project documents as part of the organisation's operational programme. 


In an interview, Colonel Grainger said money was available for the programme 
which places emphasis on rural development. "We have enough money to carry out a 
number of projects, including all those currently in hand," he said. 


The projects include an analysie of trade and investment in the country. 


An in-depth report will be made on the fields of money and finance in Zimbabwe. 
It will identify policy trende and institutions in the two spheres, making avail- 
able comprehensive data for both local and foreign business and providing prac- 
tical information on market conditions and determinates. The key role and 
importance of the financial sectors will be highlighted. 


The foundation is continuing with ite imventory study of the country's manpower 
resources and needs and will soon publish the second and third parts which will 
complete the exercise. 


it is also to investigate the supply and demand for management and administration 
training in Zimbabwe. The first phase will take the form of an inventory study of 
administration, management and professional courses presently available in the 
country, including public service courses. 


The aim would be to identify any gaps, shortcomings or duplication in the frame- 
work of courses and to suggest any igprovements that might be made. According 
to Colonel Grainger the second phase will involve the assessment of future demand 
and supply, and any additional training needs. 
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The foundation is initiating @ land reform study to examine land rerallocation 
Lesues and the economic impact of rerallocation in terme of total agricultural 
production, ineomes, savings, generation of foreign exchange and use of overall 
resources, Lt will suggest 4 land reform and resettlement strategy and outline 
4 project which will attract private sector support, 


Peasibility studies are aleo to be made inte the relative priorities of piped, 
purified ground water for domestic use and crop irrigation from ground water, 
This would be followed by an examination of the possibilicies of combining the 
two requirements and the development of 4 pilot project, 


Livestock 


Under 4 range and livestock @anagement study, the focus will be on the development 
of 4 tencing, watering and dipping programme, complemented by livestock upgrading 
and management. The Foundation will aleo suggest a pilot project for private 
sector support, 


For a national mechanisation and @aintenance service, 4 background paper and terms 
of reference will be proposed for 4 programme to provide 4 network of centres, 
manned by black technicians with 4 full range of @achinery for contract work, 

Thies will imelude distribution facilities for equipment purchase and repair. 


There will be demonstration and training facilities both for tillage and for 
machinery repair and maintenance. There is aleo a study and preparation of 

terms of references for 4 pilot project aimed at the encouragement of rural based 
enterprise, which would provide not only employment opportunities but a bridge 
for the transfer between subsistence living and modern sector employment. 


There will be rural and urban studies of the nature and interests of women's 
self-help and work groups ae 4 basis for the development of 4 project. 


In the urban division of the Foundation's operational programme, there are 
co-operative housing and rural service centres projects. Studies have been 
initiated on a pilot project for a co-operative housing scheme to be set up 
in an urban area where “site and service” stands exist. 


Whitsun will collaborate with both the public and private sectors in the 
development of the planning phase of its rural service centres project, paying 
attention to the need for rural-based industry. 


Another project considers a credit system for financing 4 low income housing 
project.

Member-states are notorious for their delays in submitting their budget payments 

to the organisation. The outgoing chairman of the Council of Ministers, Ziababwe's 
Foreign Minieter Dr Witness Mangwende, disclosed that only 30 percent of the OAU's 
1981-82 budget had been paid by member states. 


Yet there can be no doubting the need for such a defence force. Africa still 
faces an implacable and heavily-armed enemy in racist South Africa. 


That regime continues to attack neighbouring countries under the time-worn 
pretext that they harbour freedom fighters. With a pan-African defence force 
to back them up, some of these countries could give the racists a bit of their 
own medicine on the battlefields. 


Moreover, if Angola had been able to rely on such a force, it would not have 
needed to seek the help of the Cubans.

(Text) The president of the Zimbabwe Transport Organisation, Mr Solomon 
Tawengwa, yesterday complained that the Government was favouring big transport 
companies in the allocation of foreign exchange for the importation of vehicles

"To our utter disgust and astonishment, the big goods transport companies received 


massive allocations of foreign exchange to import big trucks to ferry goods and 
maize to feed our neighbours and yet our people are without adequate transport 
facilities."

In an interview at the weekend he eaid the rebels had not yet come into contact 
with Zimbabwean police or army unite despite the large numbers of men deployed 
on the border to stop smuggling.

But several cases of infiltration had reported to the Government by people 
in the area who had spotted armed and uniformed men. The people could not identify 
the arms carried, 


Mr Hove said: “Our information is that these are elements which crossed into 
South Africa (after independence) and are now beginning to infiltrate back across 
the border." 


He said the men belonged to the 5 000-man force of former “auxiliaries” who had 
been recruited and trained by the South African Goverment. 


Any incursions would be dealt with, he added, 


The police, police support unit and national army were already patrolling the 
border in an effort to stamp out the heavy smuggling, said Mr Hove. The army 
was supporting the police and any arrests would be made by policemen attached 
to military units. 


Emeralds were being smuggled south, and whisky, jeans, calculators, sandals, 
plastic goods, wigs and anything else that could be sold at exorbitant prices 
were being brought back. 
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Mr Neve said there was some organisation of the smugglers and the problem could

last Peiday stiff penalties were gazetted for those convicted of illegal possession 
or dealing im uncut emeralds.

Asked about internal security and the incidence of armed robbery and violence, 
the Minister said it was still “pretty serious" and promised new tough moves on 
firearms, 


"We are, of course, getting on top of the situation but the problem is still very 
prevalent, particularly in Matabeleland and we hope that the measures we will 
introduce next week will further tighten our grip on the elements which are engaged 
in armed robbery." 





Mr Hove said elements from 411 former armies were involved. in the Gokwe area, 
for example, the ba.ditse seemed to be armed with G3 rifles, suggesting they were 
former auxiliaries, 


The new tamigration control board had almost cleared the backlog of cases that 
accumulated at the beginning of the year, he said. 


The Government was not trying to attract immigrants and only two types of people 
were allowed to settle: those with skills that were needed and those with 
capital to imvest. Checks were aade and police records were sti. died to ensure 
new residents were “desirable,” 


In the past six weeks the police had clamped down on unroadworthy vehicles, 
impounding many, and more effective action could be taken when the Ministry 
responsible had licensed pirate taxis. 


At present it was difficult to decide how many passengers could be carried, but 
onee the licences had been issued it would be easy to check. 


Un prostitution, Mr Hove said this was more of a social and economic problem 
than a criminal one. It was very difficult to get convictions and the police 
would follow the advice of the Ministries responsible for social problems.

The Minister of Home Affairs, Mr Hove, is both disturbing and reassuring in his 
remarks we publish today.

Mr Hove hae promised new measures to deal with armed robbers and others who 
indulge in violence, And with the police force being strengthened in numbers 
and given upgraded training, the lot of the criminal will steadily grow worse,

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EUROPEAN TOBACCO PURCHASING--The United Kingdom and European markets will 
continue buying flue-cured tobacco from Zimbabwe, Sir James Wilson, chairman 
of the Tobacco Advisory Council in London told the ZTA congress yesterday, 
Addressing the congress as 4 guest speaker, Sir James said there were some very 
good reasone why the British and European markets would continue to trade with 
this country.

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NEW POLLING PLAN-«The new delimitation exercise will involve registering voters 
and taking evidence from witnesses throughout the country, the head of the new 
Delimitation Commission, M Justice Fieldsend, said yesterday. The commission's 
task would be carried out in two stages. “The first stage is to divide the 
country tanto 80 constituencies purely for the purpose of getting people regis- 
tered,” he sald. “That will be a provisional delimination which is most un- 
likely to be used in an election.” The first stage would take about six months 
to complete and then the registration would begin. When the voters had been 
registered the commission would check the figures to see if there were as near 
as possible an equal qumber in each constituency, which was one of the two re- 
quirements of delimitation. The second stage would take longer because the com- 
mission would travel round the country hearing evidence on community of interest, 
which was the second requirement. The Chief Justice said the comunity interest 
requirement concerned the separation of urban and rural communities into differ- 
ent constituencies. “You try to avoid having these two interests represented in 
the same constituency as far as possible, but you can never make the separation 
absolute.” The commission has been set up under the Constitution as a first 
step to moving away from the party list system used in the last decision.
